REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 11 

The prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious in teaching a data 
processing method in an accounting system including an accounting center and a 
terminal device communicating with the accounting center, the method comprising the 
steps of inter alia: transmitting the accounting points stored in the first memory of the 
terminal device to the accounting center: and carrying out an accounting processing in 
the accounting center based on the accounting points transmitted from the terminal 
device . 

The most closely applicable prior art of record is U.S. Patent No. 5,857,020 to 
Peterson, Jr. Peterson discloses a method based on distributing of secured content 
whereby revenue generated for premier and pay-per-use access to the secured content 
(col. 2, lines 54-58). Each consumer may purchase the right to view the content once 
for a certain fee (col. 2, lines 62-63). Peterson discloses a system which includes a 
storage medium and corresponding medium reader which is coupled to a controller. 
Located remotely from the controller is an authorization center to which the controller 
may establish communication (col. 3, line 63-col. 4, line 1). The storage medium may 
be provisioned with a data content which is secured such that the data may not be 
readily accessed or used without prior authorization. The reader is adapted to receive 
the storage medium, the data content from which it retrieves and provides to the 
controller which in turn functions to unlock the secured data. (Col. 4, lines 3-9) The 
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authorization center is embodied by an online computer server (col. 7, lines 5-6). The 
server maintains in the database a directory of identifiers for consumers and 
corresponding account records. Each consumer account record contains a public key 
associated with the consumer, and amount of prepaid funds or credit limit available in 
the account. (Col. 7, lines 30-34) Furthermore as disclosed in the Board Decision of 
July 12, 2010, Peterson describes online communication with a server at an 
authorization center. A terminal transmits an authorization request message, including 
the identifier of a movie to be viewed and the identifier of the consumer to the server. 
The server uses this data to retrieve the corresponding movie control record and 
consumer account record stored in its database. The server applies the amount 
specified for cost of usage in the control record against the consumer's account and 
where sufficient funds or credits are present, subsequently generates an authorization 
granted message that indicates: the identifier of the secured content to which access is 
now authorized; the start date and time at which access to the secured content (i.e., 
unlocking) may be enabled; the expiration date and time after which authorization 
lapses; and the usage limit. (Col. 8, lines 4-23) Peterson also describes another 
embodiment in which a prepaid card is programmed to maintain an amount of funds 
prepaid by the consumer, a list of authorized access records and a decryption key. The 
amount of prepaid funds may be adjusted in return for receiving monetary 
compensation and the particular decryption key updated periodically, for instance, by an 
authorization center which the consumer may visit for manual updating of these values 
or through an automatic online process. (Col 9, lines 44-53) However, Peterson neither 
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anticipates nor renders obvious in teaching a data processing method in an accounting 
system including an accounting center and a terminal device communicating with the 
accounting center, the method comprising the steps of inter alia: transmitting the 
accounting points stored in the first memory of the terminal device to the accounting 
center: and carrying out an accounting processing in the accounting center based on 
the accounting points transmitted from the terminal device . (See Board Decision of July 
12,2010)
